The Miracle Worker 



"Once I knew only darkness and 
stillness... my life was without past or 
future... but a little word from the 
fingers of another fell into my hand that 
clutched at emptiness, and my heart 
leaped to the rapture of living," Helen 
Keller said, referring to her teacher 
Annie Sullivan. Using quotes like this, 
director Christopher Thomas inspired 
his cast to put on a play that would be 
as memorable for its audience as it was 
for its cast. 

The Miracle Worker details the 
difficulty of teaching Helen, a blind 
and deaf child, to communicate. 
Prompted by Aunt Ev (Claire Kerker), 
Kate (Hillary Pieper) convinces her 
husband, Captain Arthur Keller (J.P. 
Harlow), to try one more doctor who 
may be able to help Helen. The family 
gets more than they bargained for when 
Annie Sullivan (Cassie Goodpaster), a 
twenty year old novice teacher, arrives 
at their Alabama estate. 

Annie turns the household upside 
down. After initially finding herself 
locked in her room by a devious Helen, 
Annie eventually takes control of the 
girl. One of the show's most 


memorable scenes is a fight between t 
he teacher and her student: after hurling 
spoons around the room and ruining the 
entire breakfast spread, Helen finally 
eats with a spoon. By the end of the 
show, most of the characters mature. 
Helen's half-brother Jimmy (Caleb 
Randol) stands up to his father during 
the show's emotional ending. "My 
character is a jerk for most of the show, 
but by the end he realizes that he can't 
blame everyone else for his problems," 
Caleb says about Jimmy. 

A lot of work was put into the show 
backstage as well as on. The set, joked 
to be the Stonehenge of the MHS 
theater department because of its size, 
took many hours and skilled workers to 
complete. Creating the effect of 
invisible walls, an allusion to Helen's 
blindness, took precision. Crew 
member Ian White says that "the set 
took a lot of work to make, but it 
functioned really well for the show." 

Even though the subject was very 
serious, the cast did find some humor. 
Leslie Munson, whose period costume 
required a buttpad, adds, "The play was 
educational . . .and bootylicious ! "

The title You Can't Take It With You 
may seem arbitrary, but midway 
through Act II the meaning becomes 
known thanks to Grandpa Martin 
Vanderhof. This play contains the 
classic scenario of a woman afraid to 
marry the man she loves because of her 
family's eccentricies. Alice Sycamore 
doubts that the two extended families 
would ever mesh, and it takes 
fireworks, prison, and some wisdom 
from her grandfather to make her agree 
to marry Tony Kirby. Jenniese Walker, 
who played Alice, says "Alice loves 
Tony, but she cares about her family 
too, so she gets confused." 

Almost every character in the winter 
production had a quirky personality 
that set them apart. Essie Carmichael is 
a married woman who makes candy 
and aspires to dance professionally; she 
takes dance lessons from Kolenkhov, a 
dramatic, temperamental Russian who 
doesn't have the heart to tell Essie that 
she "stinks!" Penelope Sycamore, the 
embarrassingly loving mother of the 
family, explores her passions 
throughout the play. She writes erotic 
plays in one scene and gets out her 


brushes and easel to paint interesting 
portraits in another. 

The Sycamores also "adopted" a few 
people into their already overlarge 
family, like Gay Wellington, a drunk 
actress that passes out on their sofa for 
half of an act. Tony's parents do not 
approve of the Sycamores' antics when 
they arrive to dinner a day early, but 
eventually they come to terms with 
each other when Grandpa helps Mr. 
Kirby realize that his job does not make 
him happy. Hillary Pieper comments,

to theatre. The cast size and rehearsal 
hours make everyone really close, too, 
so it really does end up like a family." 

You Can't Take It With You was a 
collaborative effort. The set was 
constructed originally for Opera Quad 
Cities, but a few extra touches made it 
fit this play.

Unlike past years, Moline High School students 
are now able to take college classes here at 
Moline due to the Dual Enrollment program 
sponsored by Black Hawk College. It's open to 
juniors and seniors currently enrolled in Honors 
English classes and is free of charge. In order to 
1 take the class, students are required to take the 
Black Hawk College entrance exam. Once they 
have done this, the class consists of an exit exam 
and a final exam, in which the student must 
receive a 'C' or higher in order to get the college 
credit.
